MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
government announced Tuesday a 
record high budget for I960 and 
said defense spending will be fro­ 
zen at this year’s level.

Baltimore Street merchants are 
being petitioned for support of a 
plan under 
which 
they would 
share equally the cost of installa­ 
tion of a new lighting system. 
Backers of the plan. who have 
met with Water and Light Com­ 
missioner G. Ray Light and Chief 
Clerk James Twigg. say the pres­ 
ent lighting system is antiquated. 
Under the petition being circu­ 
lated. merchants are asking the 
city to pass a charter amendment 
resolution which would pro-rate 
cost of the new lights which would 
not exceed $15,000.

Medicine Show 


Have you ever gone back 50 years or more 
in newspapers on some historical hunt or other? 
If so. you must have noticed, incredulously, the 
numerous 
advertisements 
offering 
nostrums 
guaranteed to cure almost any ailment. 
Among 
the 
fraudulent 
medicines 
were 
elixirs for that tired feeling (or whatever it was 
called then). Some of them were thinly-veiled 
love potions for men only. 


But the battle against exaggerated claims 
is still being waged. Congress has had a subcom­ 
mittee on the job for a long time with some 
slight success, perhaps. 
That didn’t keep the 
president of the American Medical Association 
from observing that the American people are 
throwing away “millions of dollars” in buying 
vitamin pills they don't need, vibrating machines 
that don’t reduce, and “pep-up” pills that do 
nothing for virility in middle-aged men. 
T*hat last sales effort Dr. Louis M. Orr 
termed ‘‘the most vicious racket of all.” 
Reputable newspapers and radio stations 
try to recognize and turn down advertising of 
obviously fraudulent nature, but there are other 
media not so responsible. Human instincts being 
what they are. the fight against bogus virility 
potions probably can never be wholly won. 
But it s a shock, just the same, to hear what 
Dr. Orr has to say—in the America of 1959. That 
Congressional committee looking into the validi­ 
ty of sky-high claims for medicines or cosmetics 
had better keep on the job. And the search 
must continue for the miserable characters 
who peddle the dangerously fraudulent wares 
that reputable advertising will not touch with a 
KMoot pole.

Moonshining 


It does not seem possible, but m oonshining has 
developed into a big industry and it is estim ated th at 
from 40,000 to 60.000 persons are engaged rn producing 
m oonshine liquor and that perhaps 130.000 m ore a re 
engaged in the distribution and sale of the stuff. 
W hat does this m ean in term s of governm ent? 
It 
can only m ^an that just as local governm ents a re 
unable to deal with the increase in m ajor crim es and 
the fact that the age of the crim inal is consistently 
low er, y ear by y ear, so is the F ederal G overnm ent 
unable to enforce its laws because when taxes on a 
com m odity m ake that com m odity too costly, co n tra ­ 
band sales set in. 
In 1958. m ore than 20.000 illegal 
stills w ere seized and according to statistics gathered 
by Licensed B everage Industries. Inc., their production 
am ounted to about 55.000,000 gallons of m oonshine 
liquor which would gross about $1,000,OOO.OOO. A ccord­ 
ing to the sam e source perhaps 20 percent of ail liquor 
consum ed in this country in 1958. w as non-taxed moon- 
fhine. 
This is an enorm ous percentage, particularly 
a s it is now 26 y ears after Prohibition w as abolished 
and the bootlegger is supposed to be out of business. 


Again, tile sam e thing is true of m oonshining th at 
is time of m ost other evasive crim es: they cannot 
be com m itted without the consent of governm ent 
officials, particularly at the low er level. The fact 
Is that It takes IO pounds of sugar to m ake a gallon 
of moonshine. T herefore the w holesaler who sells 
larg e quantities of sugar to those who can have 
no proper use for sugar in such huge dim ensions 
m ust have som e knowledge of the reason for the 
p u rrh ase. There m ust he hankers or factors who 
finance those operations and whose activities can 
be traced by efficient governm ent supervision. 


To the distillers, naturally, this is a form of 
com petition th at is annoying, but the real issue is tax 
evasion. W henever a group is enabled to evade taxes, 
by w hatever m ethod, w hether it is shipping m oney to 
Sw itzerland or Venezuela, or gypping the custom s by 
bringing in dresses from P aris, the rest of us have to 
pay m ore taxes. T here can be no excuse for creatin g 
a privileged class of those who do not pay taxes. 


The m oonshiner exists because he is able to evade 
the excise tax on liquor. 
If he had to pay $10.50 a 
gallon F ederal excise tax, plus state taxes, he would 
go out of business. 
W hatever he pays to sta te and 
county officials as graft is less than $10.50 a gallon. 
T herefore, he can stay in business. 
The m oonshiner 
can sell his liquor, after paying graft and taking his 
profit, for about half the price that tax-paid liquor 
costs. 
The size of moonshining is now so larg e th a t it 
needs to be taken seriously. 
The usual crim e syndi­ 
cate s have gone into the business and in cities such 
as New York. Cleveland and D etroit, the business now 
flourishes on a large seals. 
The heaviest co ncentra­ 
tion of m oonshine stills is in the Southeastern states, 
although th ere is considerable activity of this kind in 
New York. Pennsylvania and Oklahom a. 


Some people like moonshine liquor. 
They get 
a kirk out of the illegality of it. They are thrilled 
by the escapade of doing som ething they ought 
not to do. 
But the gam e is not worth the randie 
because all the safety devices that the law has 
put upon the distilling industry disappear in m oon­ 
shining. 
Also, it gives to the crim inal elem ents 
another com m odity in which they can deal freely, 
designating m arkets, dividing territories and killing 
those who stand in their way. 


One of the fundam ental m oral problem s in the 
U nited States is tho re-establishm ent of the authority 
of the law and the punishm ent of those who violate 
the law. 
Those who push heroin or m ariju an a or 
m oonshine w hiskey are all of the sam e ilk; 
they 
violate the law. organize crim e syndicates and dis­ 
tu rb society. 
Invariably they are able to operate 
because som e law enforcem ent agency is unable or 
unwilling to do its duty or has been so corrupted that 
it has actually becom e p a rt of the crim e syndicate. 
T hese racketeers move in w herever it is possible. 
They are in narcotics, in m oonshine whiskey, in labor 
unions even in w hat has heretofore been regarded as 
legitim ate business. They have their own law yers and 
bankers. They a re a m enace to established governm ent 
because they are organized to violate the law and 
evade taxes.

Jaw ah arlal N ehru him self recen t­ 
ly told a visitor th at not so long 
ago “ Chou En-Lai absolutely sat 
at m y feet,” seeking instruction 
“ as a pupil m ight seek guidance” 
from a revered teacher. W hat on 
earth. N ehru sadly asked, had 
caused

There a re analysts here, how­ 
ever, who do not look a t the 
Chinese Com m unists with N ehru's 
blinkers. These able m en offer a 
perfectly coherent explanation of 
the border episodes, which is well 
worth sum m arizing. 
On the one hand, the hopes th at 
the 
Chinese 
Com m unists 
ch e r­ 
ished when Chou En-Lai used to 
sit at N ehru's feet have now been 
severely disappointed. Sw eetness 
and light of the Bandung type 
have not paid off in the tangible 
form of im portant gam s by the 
Asian C om m unist parties.

hesitation, 
N ehru 
him self 
liquidated the biggest gain th at 
had been achieved, by suspending 
the

governm ent

On

hand, 
Peking

Asia and firm control of Tibet, 
the C hinese Com m unists did not 
hesitate for an instant

TV CONTROL — The television 
business is slated for a tough 
tim e in C ongress next y ear. Dis­ 
closures of w idespread "fixing" 
of television quiz shows before a 
C ongressional hearing has opened 
a whole new field for legislation, 
including stricte r controls over 
program and advertising content. 


Although the F ederal C om m un­ 
ications Com m ission says no law s 
w ere violated in the quiz pro­ 
gram 
rigging, 
m any C ongress­ 
m en argue th at the public w as 
duped and that steps should be 
taken to m ake sure it doesn t 
happen again 
Any law th at Congress w rites 
is likely to be a tough one in the 
up-com mg election year. It will 
go far beyond regulating honesty 
in quiz shows. In fact this a s ­ 
pect of television is the one which 
least needs regulation now. in­ 
asm uch as the disclosures have 
sw ept them off the air. 


Some 
influential 
m em bers of 
Congress 
a re 
m ore 
concerned 
with the advertising on television 
than 
with 
the 
actual program 
content They claim the public is 
being m isled w ith false and e x ­ 
aggerated claim s, distorted p ric­ 
es. and som e p ractices that a c ­ 
tually end an g er 
the 
health 
of 
view ers 
who 
innocently 
accept 
recom m ended health suggestions. 


M any of these objected-to p ra c ­ 
tices occur on local, ra th e r than 
national TV advertising displays, 
vastly com plicating the job of the 
FCC and the F ed eral T rad e C om ­ 
m ission. 
The television and radio indus­ 
try 
is 
taking 
another 
look 
at 
som e of the objectionable p ra c ­ 
tices itself. T here is a move w ith­ 
in the industry to establish 
a 
“ c z a r” over its practices, sim ­ 
ilar to those set up for the m ovie 
industry and som e sports when 
they fell into disrepute. 


Moscow.

The best ten tativ e answ er to 
these questions lies in the n atu re 
of the border incidents.

M inisters, is the classic case in 
point. AU the other past cases fit 
th e sam e p attern.
